Cornish have said against him, he has jusl rendered the stale 
a great service in leaving his beautiful residence to President 
Wilson. 
Mr. Churchill was the first Id announce what lie had 


done and all the newspapers in the country are printing pages 
about Cornish and New Hampshire. Here is what the New 
York Sun has to say editorially: 


"Word comes by way of California that President Wilson 


will live in Cornish, N. H., during the warm weather; thus il 
appears thai the little settlement where Sainl-Gaudens is slill 
remembered as the patron saint is lo'be the'summer.capital of 
the country for one year at least. Mr. Winston Churchill has 
made the announcement that the President is to live in the big 
house which the novelist built on the'brow of the bluJT over- 
looking the slow-flowing Connecticut as it ripples quietly to 
Ihe south. Mr. Churchill, now in California, has sent word to 
have the place put in readiness for Ihe occupancy of the Presi- 
dent and his family. President Wilson will find Cornish a 
place apt for rest which is not slothful, and recreation which 
builds up tired bodies and tired minds at the same lime. His 
neighbors in Ihe colony are all persons of intelligence and ac- 
tivity; and only jusl across the river, in Windsor, he will not 
fail to discern (he able, if politically adverse, personality of the 
present head of Ihe Hvarls family, a moulder of statesmen and 
a good neighbor at that. The Granite Slate has found many 
admirers as a place of summer residence. Grover Cleveland 
had a place further east, in the Slate; the president of the City 
College, Dr. John II. Finley, has a farm not far away. Bui 
this part of the Stale has never been famous for its hotel ac- 
commodation; short of Ihe While Mountain district the tav- 
erns are scarcely equal to supplying any exacting demands 
And as lo Cornish ilself, Ihe high gods of Ihe hills and llu 
neighboring farmers would join in a chorus of I lomeric lauglv 
icr at the idea of Cornish as Ihe camping ground of visiting 
politicians of any order.
